People are transformed ‘into #nimals or. are possessed by 
demons. Corpses mutate into ies hungry for human brains. 

Horror novelist Kathryn Meyer Griffith of Cahokia knows change. 

Griffith, who has lived in the Metro East for 22 years, is the 
author of eight horror novels. She has been writing for 25 years and 
her first novel, “Evil Stalks the Night,” was published in 1984 

“T’ve been in a dead zone for the last two or three years,” 
Griffith said. “I’ve been right at the point of giving up on writing 

“I write an old-fashioned kind of story, which has put me out of 
fashion,” she said. “I don’t put in a lot of gore, which is probably 
what has kept me from getting big.” 

Modern horror fiction feeds on people’s fascination with serial 
killers or other real-life horrors, she said 

“TI refuse to write human monsters — I think you get enough of 
that in everyday life,” she said 

Griffith said she continues to write because of letters from read- 
ers and her childhood love of scary storie 

“Little things pull you back in,” she said. 

Griffith’s other talent is graphic design — she works as a design- 
er three days a week for a St. Louis company. She also created the 
Tricentennial logo for the Cahokia Association for the Tricentennial. 

Griffith writes 16 to 20 hours a week. Writing is her hobby, but 
she treats it like a job, she said. 

“You can’t live on it unless you're one of the very few,” she said. 
“If you write for that, you’re going to be let down.” 

She describes her next » “Mystery at Crater Lake,’’ as an 
“American Loch Ness Monster novel” set in Oregon. She also is 
working on two other novels. 

G ith said as she’s aged, she has come to realize that good 
doesn’t always triumph over evil — one of the two themes found in 
all her books, 

“I think a lot of my books are very ‘naive when I look back on 
them,” she said. 

“For 10 to 15 years, I wrote like crazy...and then you hit a point 
where something else is more important. As you get older, you 
realize that time is really precious.” 

Her other theme is family — she has kept her maiden name, 
Meyer, to honor her parents 

Despite the difficulties she has faced, Griffith said she wouldn’t

A plat for a roadway easement in a devel- 
opment on McDonough Lake Road was given 
final approval by the Pontoon Beach Board of 
Trustees Tuesday. 

Developer Walter Crowell is planning to sell 
two acre parcels on the property. 

There were some concerns about wetlands, 
but a report from the engineering firm Sher- 
rill Associates Inc. stated the eastern portion 
of the property is not considered wetlands, 
but on the west side of the proposed road the 
property is considered wetlands, and would 
require special permitting for development. 

No development on the west side is planned 
at this time. 

In other business the board gave tentative 
approval to a request to subdivide property at 
3533 Highway 162 into two lots — one residen- 
tial and one business. 

Yvette Cotter had requested permission to 
subdivide a lot, and had also requested a zon- 
ing change and property line setbacks

Sustaining presents 
puzzling questions 


Just what is sustainable agri- 
culture? 

Pop quiz time: Sustainable 
agriculture involves: 

a) developing non-food prod- 
ucts; 

b) using soil and water to 
grow crops in an environmen- 
tally sound manner; 

c) dealing with animal waste 
in ways that won't irritate 
your no-farm neighbors; 

d) spending more money on 
research 

If you answered “‘All of. the 
above,” go to the head of the 
class, says Oval Myers Jr., 
plant breeder, grain farmer 
and professor of plant and soil 
science at Southern Illinois 
University’s Carbondale cam- 
pus. 

“Sustainable agriculture is 
an ecosystem that balance 
livestock, crops, soil, water 
and peopie in environmentally 
friendly, economically viable 
ways,” he says. ‘A productive, 
healthy system can adapt to 
meet current and future chal- 
lenges.” 

A lot of agriculture majors 
have picked up. bits and pieces 
of the concept — planting with- 
out tilling, for example, or cut- 
ting down on weedkiller use — 
but few understand how the 
parts work together in an 
interrelated whole. The Illinois 
Department of Agriculture 
agreed. In January, it gave 
Myers a little more than $5,000 
through the state’s new Con- 
servation 2000 program to 
begin developing a semester- 
long class on sustainable agri- 
culture for junior and senior 
college students.

Police chiefs targeting buses

When the red and yellow 
lights are flashing and the stop 
sign is extended on a school 
bus, local police departments 
want motorists to take heed 
and obey the law 

Consequently, with the coop- 
eration of Metro East bus 
operators, the Southern Illinois 
Police Chiefs Association is 
sponsoring an initiative to tar- 
get motorists going around 
school buses letting children 
off at their locations. 

On Dec. 15-17, law enforce- 
ment officers from_participat- 
ing departments will be riding 
school buses in the effort of 
catching violators passing 
stopped school buses. 

Local police departments 
participating include Belleville, 
Bethalto, Collinsville, 
Edwardsville, Fairmont City, 





Illinois Power Giving Madison County, 
“A Hand Up” 
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Fairview Heights, Granite 
City, Maryville, O’Fallon and 
Roxana. In_addition, the Illi- 
nois State Police and Madison 
County Sheriff's Department 
will also be joining in the 
efforts. 

Collinsville Police Chief Ger- 
rit Gillespie said Collinsville 
Police officers will be riding 
school buses at least one of the 
three days, with a police vehi- 
cles following nearby. 

He said particular attention 
would be focused on routes 
having more reports of ‘stop 
arm’’ violations. 

Fairmont Police Chief Scott 
Penny said police officers 
would be participating in the 
initiative as well, and that 
citations would be issued to 
violators passing ‘buses dis- 
charging children. 

Penny said that although it 
has been his experience that 
most people in Fairmont City 
drive responsibly,. and that 
stop arm violations (of school 
buses) were, rare, compliance 
would be strictly enforced. 

Under the Lllinois Vehicle 
Code, Chapter 625, Section 
5/11-1414, driving privileges of 
anyone convicted of passing a 
stopped school bus can be sus- 
pended for three months. ‘ 

subsequent conviction 
results in the mandatory sus- 
pension of the violator’s driv- 
ing privileges for one year, if 
the conviction occurs within 
five years of the prior convic- 
tion. 

In addition to the mandatory 
suspensions, the violator will 
receive a mandatory fine of 
$150 on the first conviction and 
a $500 fine on any subsequent 
conviction. 

“This is a very valid concern 
and we’re taking it seriously,” 
Fredeking said. 

Most departments will have 
an officer ride a school bus at 
least one of the three days 
with a police vehicle following 
nearby. 

If the officer on the bus 
spots a violator, the officer in 
the vehicle will pull the motor- 
ist over, Fredeking said.

If the people at your car dealership don‘t treat 
you like royalty, they should. A study by the ubiq- 
uitous J.D. Power and Associates market research 
firm has found that loyal customers pay $1,200 more 
than new customers, on average, for a new car’or 
truck. 

The company found that 42 percent of the people 
who bought new vehicles in the 1997 model year 
were repeat buyers within their brands. The highe: 
brand loyalty found last year was for Ford, with 56 
percent of purchases coming from repeaters 
Toyota was second at 52 percent, and Chevrolet was 
third at 50 percent 

Powers found that 84.4 percent of American buy- 
ers were loyal within America’s “Big Three" comp: 
nies. Loyalty to Japan's "Big Three” was 69.8 per- 
cent, and to European companies it was 47.9 per- 
cent
